Employees of the Town of Wil- 
mington will have to forego receiy- 
ing paychecks in December unless 
there is a dramatic upturn in the 
town’s financial affairs, 

The town is about at the bottom 
of its barrel. It has borrowed 
$2,400,000 in ‘Anticipation of Rev- 
enue’ bonds, Its total borrowing 
capacity in this respect is 
$2,502,805, 

The latest borrowing was just 
this week when $500,000 was bor- 
rowed at 2.08%, and this money is 
to be used to pay off previous ioans, 
due on Dec 5 ($300,000) and Dec 15 
($200,000), 

Over $100,000 in unpaid bills 
owed by the town are on the desk 
of the Town Accountant, Many of 
the bills have only recently ar- 
rived, but were in the hands of 
other town employees since mid- 
summer, The Town Accountant is 
‘putting off’ payment as much as 
is possible, " 

There is still $70,000 in the 
school department accounts that 
the Town Accountant expects will 
be spent in the next few weeks ~ 
and he does not know if he will 
have the money to pay the bills, 

Tax Cases 

The trouble stems from two 
Sources, one following the other ~ 
the late preparation of the tax bills, 
due to the August 3rd decision of 
the Assesors to increase assess- 
ments on industrially zoned prop~ 


erties, and since about November 
Ast, the restraining order on the 
town which prevents the tax bills 
from being sent out, 

‘The restraining order dates back 
before November first, but the tax 
bills were not ready for mailing 
until then, The order isa result of 
the suits by industrial and busi- 
ness land owners against the town, 
alleging improper assessments, 
and now being decided by the Su- 
preme Judicial Court of Massach- 
usetts, 

Adecision has been expected mo- 
mentarily, for the past two weeks, 
but as of Wednesday afternoon, 
there was no news of any such 
decision, Everything hinges onthe 
court, 

Bouchard’s Statement 

Town Manager Gerald Bouchard, 
Monday night, told the Selectmen 
that the town was in a serious 
financial condition. 

While he said nothing about pay~ 
less paydays, he told the Select- 
men that the expected ‘free cash’ 
fund, to help reduce the 1965 taxes, 
would probably be non-existant, 
because of the crises, with the re- 
sult that the 1965 tax rate could 
have a $2 or $3 jump, 

In reply to questions by Select- 
man’ Bender, Bouchard said that 
there had been no tax increase in 
1964, in spite of the added $300,000 
in appropriations because there
